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Selectmen’s ’Report 


To the Taxpayers of West Rutland; 

We respectfully submit the following report of the town 
officers for the year ending February 15, 1909, We have 
paid to the state the United States surplus money which 
with interest at the time of payment amounted to $5,887.26. 
This was drawing i nterest at the rate of 5 per cent. We have 
paid bond No. 3 of $1,000.00 of thl 3 1-2 per cent scries, 
reducing this series to $20,000.00. 

An iron bridge, with concrete abutments, has been built 
across Tin mouth brook at the Hoard man Hil! crossing to re- 
place the old wooden structure thsjt was carried away by 
high water. This is 60 feet long having more than twice as 
much space between abutments as the old one, which should 
allow the water 1 6 pass without flooding the village. Total 
cost of bridge and abutments and filling approaches was 
$1,196,48. In accordance with the vote at the town meet- 
ing of March, 1908, to build a town hall as per plans sub- 
mitted by Chas. E. Paige of Rutland, the selectmen with a 
committee consisting of C. B. Ross, J. E. Burke and George 
St Louis, who were appointed to act with them, bought lots 
at the corner of Marble and Main streets for $3200.00 and 
advertised for bids for a hall. The lowest bid was from C. 

•'L. LeBoeuf of Vergennes, which was $25,453.00. LeRoeufs 
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bid was about $3,000*00 below any other, LeBocnf was 
awarded the contract and has the building nearly completed. 
He has been paid to date $18,200*00* The total amount 
paid on hall to date including site, filling, chairs, etc,, is 
$23,424*36* It is probable that the total cost when finished 
will not go very much over $30,000,00. We have issued and 
sold non -tax able 4 per cent bonds to the amount ot 
$30,000.00. These begin to become due October 1st, 1921, 
at the rate of $2,000.00 each year until all are paid which 
will be October 1st, 1935,

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School Directors’ Report 


To the taxpayers of West Rutland: 

The Board of School Directors submit the following 
report : 

Buildings 

The High School Building has had some needed im- 
provements added to it during the past year, and is now in 
fairly good condition. The building on the hill known as 
No. 7, is in need of extensive interior repairs, which we in- 
tend to complete this year. 

The building known as No. 8 has had an additional 
schoolroom built on, and when the whole building is 
painted it will be in good shape. 

The building known as No 9 is in fairly good condition. 

The building known as “Central” is far from being an 
ideal school building. It is damp, dimly-lighted and un- 
sanitary. If we can make arrangements with the selectmen 
whereby we can get a room in the new 1 own Hall for school 
purposes, it would be well to close this school altogether. 
The building known as No, 6 is in fair condition. 

Last spring we formed a School Union with the Town 
of Castleton, consisting of 36 schools, 14 in Castleton, and 
22 in West Rutland, The Union thus formed was fortunate 
in securing the services of Prof. C, A. Adams as supervisor, 
at a salary of 1500 dollars per year; of this amount the 
state pays 1250 dollars, balance to be paid by the towns 
comprising the Union, in proportion to their Grand List, 
Prof. Adams is a man with a large experience in school su- 
pervision, and we call attention to his report printed else- 
where, hoping thereby to secure the co-operation of parents 
and guardians in maintaining the standard of efficiency that 
he proposes to uphold.

Moral Training 

The school which does not use its every effort in 
up the character of its boys and girls is not meet- 
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mg its most important duty. To that end* a system of 
training, consisting of five minute talks each day, by each 
teacher* has been arranged. The topics thus far discussed 
arc kindness, cleanliness, obedience* self control, cheerful- 
11 ess — one topic being treated each month, Reading and 
history, wherever possible, are tised as aids in carrying out 
this plan. 

Reading 

Believing that children should be taught reading, 
arithmetic, writing and spelling, — it nothing else — and 
taught thoroughly, much time has been devoted to the 
subject of reading. In the first three or four grades, this is 
the all important subject. Better reading in these grades is 
already evident. 

Mental Arithmetic 

Schools are to teach children to think. That they may 
also think quickly, each teacher devotes ten or fifteen 
minutes daily to a drill in mental arithmetic. 

History 

The work in history has heretofore been centred in 
grades VIII and IX. The course has now been broadened, 
so that history work, in the form of reading, begins in grade 
V and is continued in grade VI. In grade VII a brief his- 
tory is studied. Thus the child, upon entering the eighth 
grade, is prepared to carry on intelligently the history work 
of that grade. 

Physiology 

A course in Physiology has been outlined for all the 
grades. In the first eight grades, the teachers give talks for 
The purpose of enabling boys and girls to understand the 
rules of health and to use them. In the ninth grade each 
pupil has a text book. 

High School 

The High School is doing good work which attests to 
the quality of the teachers. It is one of the "Approved
